Butter  -  The  "butter  market  was  progressively*  firmer  on  declining  receipts  and 
good  dem^Jid. 

Ff!:gs  -  Receipts  a.t  terminal  markets  indicate  a  continued  increase  in  egg  product- 
ion.   Added  to  this  volume  v.^ere  more  cars  from  the  Central  West  which  filled 
most  outlets • 

Poultry  -'A  large  demand  for  dressed  poultry  was  largely  for  fryers,  roasters, 
and  turkeys.    Other  classes  were  in  only  moderate  demand.    Prices  held  unchanged. 


Beef  -  !21ie  general  demand  for  steer  and  cov/  beef  v;as  a  little  broader  and  there 
were  indications  of  improved  clearance. 

Lam^b      The  general  quality  of  lamb  continued  to  carry  rather  high  percentage 
of  C-ood  end.  Choice.    Supplies  were  liberal  for  the  daily  inquiry. 

Pork  -  The  volume  of  pork  cuts  made  available  continued  belov/  the  daily  demands. 

FRUIT  &  '^•C-ETABLS 

G-rapcs  and  small  size  oranges  are  the  best  buys  of  the  fresh  fruits  this  week. 
G-rapos  are  in  liberal  supply  and  selling  mostly  belov/  ceiling.    All  berries 
are  in  vei'y  light  supply.     The  voxome  of  cantaloup  is  dropping  off  gradually. 
Cranshaw,  Casaba,  I-loncydcw  and  Pcrsipji  melons  are  in  fairly  plentiful  supply 
and  ell  selling  belov;  the  ceiling.    A  large  variety  of  pears  is  av-ailable  in 
fair  volume.    Persimmons  and  pomegrpr^r tes  are  m.ore  plentiful.  Vfatermelons 
are  in  .~oderate  supply,  selling  belov;  ceiling.     Tliere  is  no  chemge  in  apples. 
avo cado s  and  other  citrus  fruits . 

The  best  buys  of  the  fresh  vegetables  are  cabbage,  cucumbers .  eggplmt ,  peppers 
and  s'Di-nr.ch.    Bunched  vegetables  are  a  shade  lov;er  PXid  are  a  fairly  good  buy. 
Broccoli,  tomatoes  and  squash  are  moderptely  priced.    Corn  and  onions  are  a 
little  lower.    Cauliflower  pjid  beans  are  a  little  higher.    Lettuce  is  quite  a 
bit  higher.    Potatoes  are  down  a  little  ajid  of  good  quality.    There  is  no 
chpiigo  in  peas  and  sv/ect  potptocs.

Large  size  oranges 
are  selling  at  ceiling.     G-raioes  are  in  moderate  supplv  due  to  radny  v.reather 
in  the  San  Juaquin  Valley.    Uaternelons  are  low  priced,  "but  the  quality  is 
rather  poor.     Cantaloups  are  in  moderate  supply,  "but  are  slov/ly  dropping  off. 
Crgnshav/.  Gas  aha.  Honeydew  and  Persian  melons  are  in  fairly  plentiful  supply, 
rersirjnons  and  'Pomegranates  are  in  moderate  supply.    Apples  a.re  in  moderate 
supply  and  selling  at  ceiling.    Winter  varieties  are  starting  to  appear, 

Cahoa^"e ,  onions .  -oe'oioers .  'potatoes  aiid  sndnach  are  the  "best  fresh  vegetable 
"buys  this  v/eek.     Corn  is  just  a  shade  lovjer.     Cucumbers  are  higher  a:nd  in 
moderate  supply,    Pggrplant  is  miUch  higher  and  scarce.    Lettuce  is  higher  and 
in  light  to  moderate  supply.     Snai)  beans  are  a.  little  higher.    Squash  is  in 
modcraute  supply.     There  is  a  good  supply  of  tomatoes  ranging  from,  very  good 
to  rather  poor  quality.     There  is  no  change  in  caulif lover  and  celery. 

MIZT  A1"D  POULTHY 

Butter  -  Supplies  of  grade  AA  e^A  A  were  lighter  and  there  wa.s  increased 
activity  to  obtain  supplies  both  at  point  of  production  pjid  on  local  markets. 
Offerings  a.t  the  wholesale  level  v'ere  sharply  curtailed  vith  more  traaisactions 
on  store  delivery  basis^    All  markets  reported  an  increasing  tendency  to  use 
storage  stocks  to  supplement  dwindling  receipts  of  fresh. 

Eggs  -  Inflvienced  somewhat  by  firmer  Eastern  ajid  Central  Western  markets,  the 
local  ma.rket  was  slightly  firmer.    ?Io\^cver,  supplies  of  most  all  grades  in 
rcta.il  outlets  were  liberal.     The  continued  increa.so  in  egg  production  from 
week  to  week  and  reports  of  further  declines  in  government  buying,  offset 
the  firmer  factors  to  some  extent. 

Poultry  -  Increasing  receipts  of  live  poultry  filled  all  outlets  and  the  tone 
of  the  market  was  somev/hat  easier. 


3eef  ~  A  very  active  demand  wa.s  evident  in  local  districts.    Q,uality  continued 
fairly  v/ide  with  liberal  slaughter  of  cow  beef  making  up  a  lajrge  percent  of 
the  offerings.. 

Lamb  -  A  rather  liberal  volume  of  lamb  was  being  offered  during  the  greater 
paJTt  of  the  week,  quality  consisting  mostly  of  Choice  gracde. 

Pork  -  Pork  supplies  continued  very  scajit,  vdth  broa.d  inquiry  in  evidence..

Butter  ^  DistriDutors  in  the  San  Francisco  area  reported  an  incrlas'e*'*?n  sales 
of  Dutter  to  retail  outlets.  The  market  continued  to  strengthen  as  production 
and  receipts  declined  to  low  levels  and  demand  improved, 

E!^^g:s  -  The  upturn  in  egg  production  as  indicated  iDy  receipts  at  country  packing 
plants  v/as  slov-,    Dem.and  from  retgdl  outlets  was  strong  and  distri"butors  con- 
tinued to  report  difficulty  in  filling  orders  due  to  shortage  of  candlcrs. 

Poultry  ~  Offerings  of  live  poultry  were  liberal  and  dressing  ]plants  were 

pushed  to  handle  all  arrivals.    Lower  grades  were  not  wanted,  even  at  considerable 

reduction  in  price. 

M3:ats 

Beef  -  The  general  supplies  of  beef  showed  a  little  more  liberal  offerings, 
with  steer  beef  making  up  somewhat  larger  bulk  of  the  daily  volume.    The  market 
was  fully  stca-dj^  to  strong. 

Lamb  -  The  volume  of  lam.b  continued  fairly  large  from  cooler  to  cooler,  and  all 
cuts  fo'ond  ready  outlets.    The  quality  was  in  somev/hat  wider  ran^';c. 

Pork  -  Poi'k  cuts  v/crc  very  scrnt  and  a  broad  demand  was  in  evidence.

FLss»  grapes .  sm.all  size  oranges  and  watermelons  are  the  best  fresh  fruit  buys 
this  v/cek.    Fi^vs  are  quite  a  bit  lovrer.    Due  to  heavy  rains  the  quality  of 
grapes  is  not  too  good.     There  are  quite  a  fev;  aTP'olcs  arriving  from  the  IJorth- 
west,  Delicious  being  the  main  variety.    California  varieties  available  are 
DeliciouG,  Jonathans,  Romes,  Bellf lowers  and  x^ewtons.    Pears  are  selling  at  or 
near  ceiling.    Pome^rranates  are  in  moderate  sup  ;ly.    Persimmons  are  in  light 
supply.     Cranberries  are  beginning  to  arrive  and  are  selling  at  ceiling.  There 
is  no  change  in  other  citrus  fruits  and  melons , 

Tomatoes  are  the  best  buy  of  the  fresh  vegetables  this  week.     The  quality  is 
good  and  they  arc  very  low  priced.    Other  good  buys  arc  onions ,  potatoes , 
•peppers .  and  S'oinach.    Snap  beans  are  in  lighter  supply  with  best  quality  at 
ceiling,    Caulif lov/er  is  plentiful  and  moderately  priced.     Celery  and  corn  arc 
in  moderate  supply,    ^uci^mbcrs  and  eg^cplant  are  lower.    Peas  are  a  little  higher 
end  the  volume  is  dropping  off  some.    Squash  is  lower,     Sv;cct  potatoes  arc  selling 
at  ceiling'.    There  is  no  change  in  artichokes,  broccoli .  cabbage,  bunched  vege- 
tables and  lettuce. 
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Butter  -  Production  ajid  receipts  of  "butter  continued  their  sharpWeclines  as 
milk  ilov;  dropped  and  milk  and  cream  demands  siphoned  supplies  from,  "butter. 
The  shortage  of  top  grades  increased  and  markets  v/ere  definitely  firmer  as 
demajids  exT)arxded4 

2ggs  -  Consuiicr  demand  continued  centered  on  top  quality  large  eggs,  supplies 
of  v.'hich  v/crc  not  sufficient  for  all  needs.    Pueccipts  at  country  packing  plants 
shov/ed  a  sr.ir.li  "but  steady  increase  from  v/eek  to  week. 

Poult r-  ~  A  large  vol'jme  of  dressed  poultry  moved  through  the  vholcsalc  market. 
Dressing  plrnts  were  operating  at  near  full  ca.pacity.    Shortage  of  la"bor  still 
restricted  the  vol'jjne  at  some  plants.
